© The communique emphasises that the treaty in no way affects 
relations with other countries, and in no way datrects from the 
signatories’ interest in the general aims of the Genoa conference.

Guarded by armoured cars and Free State troops Mr. ~Grifith 
addressed the crowd without interruption. 

Sligo was previously isolated and mutinous - Trish Republican 
irmg soldiers seized the Post Office preventing telegraphing. Fire wa, 

exchanged between the opposing forces during the morning, which 
resulted in one republican. belng killed and cne wounded. A Te 
publican civilian was slightly injured. 
: ‘A communiqae states that an LR. A. group of men with some 
armed rides-rushed Mr, Collins’ party’s motorcar on the latter’s 
arrival in Dublin and fired on Mr. Collins. The fire was returned 
by a man with a revolver and a bomb was captured. The assailants 
disabled and cavtared another headquarters ear but attacks on the 
Beggars Bush Barracks army transport and the civic guard at Balls 
Bridge were fruitless and without casnalties. 


BRITAIN AND THE BOXER INDEMNITY. 


London, April Vi. 

Mr. Chua Sin-kah in a letter to the Times, from Christ’s College, 
Cambridge, suggests that the Boxer indemnity could be utilized 
for the mutaal benefit of Great Britain and China by Great Britain 
remitting it, if applied towards encouraging and aiding Chinese 
students to come te Great Britain, thes following the example. set 
by the United States. He dwells" on the commercial and other 

advantages which would be derived therefrom and points eut that 
whila over 2,000 Chinese are ot present studying in America, there 
are only 200 students in Great Britain. In support of his argument 
Mr. Chua submits that the United States. ins few years will 
seriously challenge Great Britain's present premier position in the 
economic field and China will be a heavy buyer in the world's 
market once,she i3 past the present transition stage.

Another point that still 
needs stressing is tbat duriog 
the past year there have been 
far more strikes in Canton (that 
is, against Chines? employers} 
than in Hongkong. The lacach 
aod passenger junk” dispute, 
referred to above, is the latest 
Isbour rupture to occur in Can- 
ton, aid it is typical of many 
others. Had the demands of the 
men oot been ret, there would 
have been a complete hold-up of 
launch and passenger - » japk 
trafic throughout the Canton 
delta. : ‘ 


We cite these facts to show 
that all this talk of anti- 
foreigo dernonstrations is shver 
nonsense.. The plsin truth in re- 
gard to these labour disputes, 
whether they occorin Canton or 
Hongkong, is that they represent 
an inevitable economic process 
of readjustment to new condi- 
tiong. Chinese labour as @ whole, 
whether employed by foreign or 
native concerns, has, with few 
exceptions, been. much under- 
paid. And we bave to adjust 
ourselves to the fact th2t new 


| conditions involve new standards 


of pay. We era not saying that 
all Chinese Inbout demands are 
just or reasonable, but, broadly 
speaking, “the explanation of 
these unsettling disputes may be 
found in the cireumstanze we 
have cited.

something like the numbers that 
go tothe United States.

Chas Tin-kah, the correspondent 
in question, alludes tothe growth 
of American commerce with 
China, and psinis the obvious 
moral. Although ‘this is an old 
issue, the arguments have ‘not 
lost but gained ia force by the 
course of events. Britain, who 
nsmed a strictly scheduled som 
for her share of-the indemnity, 
would be making a larger sacrifice 
than the United” States, bat this 
is s sacrifice that has much to 
commend it from more than one 
pointof view. With Japan aod 
France, as well as Uncle Sam, 
bidding for China's good graces, 
it hehoves Britain not to be lefs 
out in the cold.

The River Open But None 
Too Safe. 


Tehace, March 28.—Three days 
agothe smell of opium pervaded 
the whole place, and a look at 
the foreshore gave the clue tothe 
fact that the Customs authorities 
were engaged in burning opium.. 
It was only s small consignment 
of three piculs, but it was thought 
better to wet it distroyed. There 
are not so many seizures during 
the winter, as most of the smug- 
gling is then done by junks, and 
care is taken to get the drug off 
the boats before they reach hero, 
writes the local correspondent of 
the Shanghai Mercury, 

The Ankong came down from 
Chuogkirg about a fortnight aro, 
and she had on toard represant- 
atives of the Commander-ir- 
Chief of Szechwan, Liu Hsiang. 
They have met with Sun Ch’wan- 
fang, the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Upper Yangtze, and bave 
signed an agreement of peace.
